T. Rose, income tax collector, in which 
a comparison of income taxes paid 
last year shows that Georgia ranked 
considerably above many states which 
the average person would think much 
richer than the Empire State of the 
South. 

On the other hand, Georgians gen- 
erally will accept the figures and com- 
parative table as further proof that 
in corporate and individual wealth 
Georgia is far ahead of the average 
state, and that only a network of pav- 
ed highways, a more liberal and uni- 
fied educational system and a few less- 
important changes are needed to place 
the state in-the very forefront. 

Georgia Income Taxes. 

Total income taxes collected in Geor- 
gia in 1925, according to carefully 
compiled figures submitted by Collec- 
tor Rose, amounted to $12,613,731.56. 
Of this figure $4,279,419.85 represents 
taxes paid by individuals. The differ- 
ence in the two figures represents cor- 
porate taxes. 

In addition to this immense tax 
total, federal estate taxes collected in 
the state\ in the past year amounted 
to $585,204.06. Of this figure Georgia 
receives $146,301.01, or one-fourth of 
the total tax. Georgia's share is paid 
into the state trasury. The difference 
between the total tax sum on estates 
and the state’s share constitutes the 
federal tax and that amount i8 for- 
warded to Washington. through Mr. 
Rose's office.

Paris Police Determine ToEnd 


OLD BOULEVARDIERS LAMENT “PASSING OF PISTOLS” 


Age-Old Custom of Duelling 


BY RALPH HEINZEN.

Paris, January 3.—Duelling in the 
Bois de Boulcgne must stop. Police 
are thoroughly angered and determined 
to prosecute. This promiscuous firing 
of pistols is teo dangerous—not for 
the duellists, but for. the birds and 
deer which live in that forest, at the 
edge of Paris, a life bordering on 
wilderness. 

Duelling in recent decades has be- 
come a somewhat harmless pastime. 
In fact, duelling pistols are the press 
tools in France, just as an 
actress’ jewels got her columns of 
publicity in Ameri ica. 

The recent “duel” which took place 
at daybreak on a gray December 
morning in the Pare des Drinces, at 
the edge of the Bois bet -een a dra- 
matie critic and the son of an actress 
whose playing the critic had dared 
was typical. 

The critic, whose face was slapped 
by the actress’ son, immediately sent 
for his seconds. ‘They were unable to 
find a solution other than a duel with 
pistols at 30 paces. The next morn- 
ing two cars drove up in the gray 
dawn. Six men stepped out. Back to 
back, the principals stepped out on 
the fatal 30 paces 

At a command, they turned. In the 
best novels, a pistol should have 
cracked at this moment. ‘The critic, 
a gallant gentleman, waited for his 
foe to fire first. The foe, a gallant 
gentleman, waited for the critic to fire 
first. The seconds, gallant gentle- 
men, waited for both to fire first. 
Neither fired. ‘The critic got tired 
waiting, fired over the head of his 
enemy, and the six got back in their 
ears. Two cars drove off in the gray 


dawn. 
But the police got busy. They de- 


liberated long over the poli¢y to be 
followed. Vlainly, the law was broken 
when the single shot was fired. . If 
the two cared to risk a wild shot 


which would have missed going over 
their heads and had landed by mis- 
take in the body of either, that was 
their affair. But someone must look 
after the animals. 

Tl.2 old boulevardiers look with 
askance at modern duelling. They re- 
gret the passing of the long dynasty 
of real duellists. The severe law which 
makes duelling an offense punishable 
by long imprisonment has all but end- 
ed this manly method of settling a 
quarrel on the field of honor. 

The older generation can tell you 
of many sensational duels. There 
were periods when no man _ could 
claim a place in society who had not 
at least one duel to his credit. 

The most sensational duel in their 
memory is one which took place on the 
old fortifications of Paris late in the 
nineteenth centucy between Count 
De X, the fiery son of on: of the most 
noble of French families, and the 
brother of a lady he had insulted. 

These two disdained to a:cept the 
customary code of 30 paces. They 
chose to step off, back to back, and 
turn and fire at the command of the 
lady herself. ‘The shooting started at 
20 paces. 

Th: count’s first ball grazed his 
enemy's arm ‘The brother’s first shot 
tore off . .e count’s right ear, his sec- 
ond took off the left. His third tore 
through the heart, and as the count 
fell a fourth shot, fired accidentally 
from the noble’s pistol, took the life of 
one of his @wn seconds. That duel 
was responsible for the popularizing 
of duelling by sword which continued 
up to the war.

Too Little Militarism. 

We drifted into a discussion of the 
oft-repeated charges that Germany was 
‘militaristic’ in the pre-war days. 
The subject came up through some ref- 
erence to the use of the term “war 
lord” as a title for the kaiser. Wil- 
liam LI explained: 

“The phrase ‘war lord’—meaning 
‘first in command’—is derived from 
the ancient custom of the ‘Teutonic 
tribes to choose in case of war a 
‘war lord’ as leader of ‘all the tribes 
allied for mutual help in war. They 
obved their tribal. chiefs in peace 
times, but followed a ‘war lord’ cho- 
sen by all in war. 

“Though IL be called a ‘war lord,’ 
| peace was ever my preoccupation. 
Germany had nothing to gain by war. 
Germany did not want war, in spite of 
the preposterous tales of German ‘mil- 
itac:sin.’ We spent les son our army 
than the mount extrae cl from us to 
pay for the allied armies of occuna- 
tion along the Rhine. 7 

“We suffered not from too much. 
but from too little militarism. If 
we had possessed a few army corps 
more and a little more weight in bat- 
tleships, the wor would he: > Ted 
swiftly with our victory. Sut both 
the necessary army corps and hbattle- 
ships were refused by our parliament. 

“The Berlin government was so anx- 
to conciliate Woodrow Wilson 
that it announced my abdication with- 
j}out informing me and without my au- 
, thorization, before I had time to 
| think or decide. [ was not unwill- 
| ing to-saerifice my person for my peo- 
| ple. IT could not foresee that, despite 
(my sacrifice, the allied and associat- 
fed powers would cast Germany into 
1a wilderness of starvation and suffer- 
| ing.” 


Kaiser on Suicide. 

The conversation turned to the post- 
war fears of many of the kaiser’s 
i friends that he might commit suicide. 
He spoke soberly : 
| “T did not take my own life, nor 
‘did IT drag others into the battlefield 
1 to seek ai theatrical exit. Suicide 
in any form would have been tanta- 
‘mount to eonfession of guilt and 
against my religious convictions.

In spite of a quarter million in- 
crease the state institutions of higher 
learning in Georgia will be starved 
for maintenances in 1926. 

The 23 state colleges will receive 
one and a quarter million in 1926, 
while North Carolina’s fewer institu- 
tions will receive a million more. 

North Carolina will spend twice as 
much on each student enrolled and 
twice as much for each inhabitant as 
Georgia for higher education. 

Virginia will spend 42 cents per 
white inhabitant on colleges to Geor-

HEALTH TALKS 


SAM W. SMALL 
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EMOTION AND BLOOD | 
PRESSURE. 


Anger, fear and pain tend to in- 
crease the blood pressure. 

Grief, sorrow, disappointment or 
discouragement tend to reduce it be- 
low normal, 

Great joy raises the blood pressure. 

Intense disgust. lowers it. 

- All of these emotions influence the 
tone or state of partial contraction 
of the muscular coat of the arteries 
through the sympathetic (autonomic) 
vasomotor nervous system and the 
adrenal glands. : 

Professor Walter B. Cannon has ex- 
plained how such effects are brought 
about, in his book, “Bodily Changes 
in Pain, Hunger, Fear and Rage.” 
(Appleton). Anger raises a man’s 
blood pressure just as it does the hair 
on a cat’s back. 

Suppose through some sudden emv- 
tion such as the receipt of sad news, 
the vasomotor nerves fail in their 
duty of maintaining the arterial tone. 
The arteries suddenly relax or dilate, 
and a large share of the entire blood 
pours into the dilated arteries and the 
heart beats rapidly but not enough 
to compensate for the great lowering 
of blood pressure, so that the victim 
faints, for the supply of blood to the 
brain is temporarily too small to main- 
tain consciousness. 

Great excitement, on the other hand, 
causes an outpouring of a large 
amount of the adrenal gland secre- 
tion into the blood stream, and this 
strongly stimulates the vasomotor sym- 
pathetic nerves, contraction of the 
arteries follows and the blood pres- 
sure is so increased. Whether a 
life in which there is too much ex- 
citement, a constant play of the vio- 
lent emotions, will) eventually bring 
hardening of the arteries, is a de- 
bated question, but 1 believe abnor- 
mal emotional excitement is one of 
the factors of cardiovascular (heart 
and artery) degeneration. 

John Hunter, the famous English 
physician, a victim .of angina pectoris, 
used to say that his life’ was in the 
hands of any rascal who wished to 
annoy him. 

A great many men with arteri- 
osclerosis have succumbed to apoplexy 
of a little artery in the 
brain) induced by a sudden increase 
of the already excessive blood pres- 
sure from a fit of anger. True, this 
happens in the movies and two-dollar 
fiction much more frequently than in 
real death. 

The toxins or poisohs produced by 
the growth of disease germs in the 
tissues or blood tend to. paralyze or 
weaken the vasomotor nerves, so that 
the arterioles relax abnormally and 
the blood pressure consequently falls 
below the usual level. This is par- 
ticularly characteristic in typhoid 
fever. <A slight lowering of pressure 
(hypotension) is often noted by the 
physician in the examination of an 
individual who harbors some chronic 
local infection—such as infected ton- 
sils as the foeus or depot of poison- 
ing responsible for “rheumatism” 
which gives the “dampness” or thé 
home climate such a bad reputation. 
This slight degree of hypotension is 
one of the early signs elicited in the 
examination of many cases of pulmon- 
ary tnbereulosis. In either chronic 
focal infection or chronic tuberculosis, 
a gloomy or unhappy temperament is 
likely enough, though the toxin, not 
the temperament, lowers the _ blood 
pressure: in these cases. 

An individual can no more tell from 
his own sensations that his blood pres- 
sure is too low than he can tell that 
it is too high. Blood pressure is only 
a sign which the physician elicits. It

CHAPTER XXXI. 


Atlanta Becomes Political Center 
: of State. — 


In the fifties the increasing occu- 
pation of the former Indian lands in 
north Georgia, and the centering of 
the railroads in Atlanta, gave to the 
city an increasing importance in the 
eyes of the Georgia people. Men of 
political vision and _ statesmanship 


active part in the discussion of public 
affairs. The Browns in Cherokee 
county, the Woffords in Cass county, 
Benjamin Harvey Hill, of Troup; 
Hugh Buchanan and Hiram Warner 
in Coweta, were coming to the front 
as strong, factors in the politics of 
both the state and the country. Here 
in Atlanta the people began to feel 
their political oats, and believed that 
they should exert .a more than casual 
influence in the settlement of public 
questions. There were in Atlanta 
men of intelligence, culture and po- 
litical acumen, who afterwards figur- 
ed largely in the political affairs of 
the state and the nation. Such men 
as Luther J. Glenn, Lucius Gartrell, 
. Angier, John Collier, B. H. 
Overby and the like. 

Politics in the middle fifties, voth 
in the state and in the nation, were 
in a condition of flux. Old party 
lines that had subsisted most rigidly 
for a generation were being disrupted, 
and large numbers of influential men 
were shifting their allegiance from 
one party to another. The democratic 
line was holding most successfully, 
and was gaining strength even, be- 
cause of divisions in the whig party 
over slavery and_ sectional issues, 
which finally led to its disintegration. 
Many of the states’ rights and pro- 
slavery whigs went over into the demo- 
cratic ranks. ‘The pro-slavery whigs, 
who professed unswerving devotion to 
a constitutional union and were op- 
posed to any intimation of a division 
of the nation into two separate con- 
federacies; one of free men solely and 
the other maintaining the institution 
of chattel slavery, ‘went into a tem- 
porary alliance with the so-called 
American party which was rising to 
prominence and power in some of the 
northern states, and particularly in 
Virginia and Tennessee in the south. 
This party became known as _ the 
“know nothings party” because it em- 
bodied a secret lodge system; the mem- 
bers having hailing signs and fixed 
words by which to recognize each 
other before making their political 
communications. . 


In 1855 this party made its first 
demonstration in Georgia by nominat- 
ing a ticket in the state election with 
Benjamin Harvey Hill, of Troup coun- 
ty, as its candidate for governor. Judge 
Joseph E. Brown was nominated by 
the democratic party, and a_ very 
spirited campaign was carried on be- 
tween these two newly advanced but 
able and eloquent leaders. The result, 
however, was discounted from the start 
by the certainty of the election of 
Judge Brown as governor. The de- 
feat of the American party in that 
election was contemporaneous with the 
routing of the same party by Gov- 
ernor Henry Wise in the state of Vir- 
ginia, and a complete smashing of its 
campaign by Andrew Johnson in Ten- 
nessee. After that year it cut 
‘figure of importance anywhere in the 
country. 


The appearance of the republican 
party in the north on a platform of 
abolition of slavery was the forecast- 
ing of a coming alignment of parties

throughout the nation. General Fre 
mont, the republican candidate for 
president, was badly defeated by James 
uchanan, of Pennsylvania, the demo- 
cratic candidate, but the poll made 
a Cybern party of the nortb- 
and western states encouraged 
members of that party to more strenu- 
ous propagandism, with the result in 
it appeared that it would be 
the most formidable antagonist for a 
united democratic party throughout 
the nation. 
Unfortunately the democrats in their 
Charleston convention of 1860 could 
not agree. ‘The convention divided. 
One wing subsequently nominated 
Stephen A. Douglas for president and 
Hirchel nf rea of Georgia, for 
vice president. The other win ut 
forth John C. Breckenridge, ot Stew 
tucky for president and Joseph Lane, 
of Oregon, for vice president. The 
remnant of the whigs and the Ameri- 
can party got together under the slo- 
san of “constitutional union” and 
nominated John Bell, of Tennessee, for 
president and Edward Everett, of Mas- 
sachusetts, for vice president. Those 
four national tickets were in the field 
and it became painfully evident that 
the strong chances for victory were 
all with the republican or abolition 
party. The outcome of the contest 
was the election of Abraham Lincoln, 
of Illinois, as president and Hannibal 

Hamlin, of Maine, as vice president. 
In these campaigns of 1856 and 1860 
Atlanta manifested a lively interest. 
Conventions and mass meetings were 
held in the city. Great political ral- 
lies drew people from all parts of 
north Georgia to the barbecues, speech 
makings and thus the city became 
widely advertised and accepted in the 


State as a een ae ter. 

| As an instance tht characteris- 
tic “Atlanta nerve,” which has never 
hesitated to want what it wanted and 
to ask for it, we may recall that in 
1854 the mayor and vouncil, at the 
instance of the pubile sentiment of the 
city, “ee strong committee to 
go to Milledgeville and agitate for the 
transfer of the state capital from that 
city to Atlanta, and when the conven- 
tion of the seceded state. cf the south 
assembled in Montgomery in 1861 to 
organize a Confederate government ani 
locate a Confederate capital, a large 
delegation of prominent Atlanta Citi- 
zens were sent to Montgomery to work 
for the location of the Confederate 
capital in Atlanta. Subsequent events 
occurring during the war proved that 
they were wiser in their contentions 
on Atlanta’s behalf than were the 
men who decided to fix the capital at 
Riehmond in Virginia, 

The result of the national campaign 
in 1860, the immediate secession of the 
state of South Carolina, and the hold- 
ing of conventions in the other south- 
ern states to consider alliance with 
South Carolina in the enterprise for 
a southern Confederacy, prac ically 
wiped out all past political differences, 
and aligned the main body of our 
citizenship with the war party, which 
in the south was now known as the 
democratic party. During the con- 
tinuance of the war there was really 
no party politics in the south. There 
were only state elections to be looked 
after, and the choice of senators and 
congressmen in the Confederate con- 
gress. Any issues that cropped up to 


iivide the vote in any district or state 
we r local or personal, and had 


no effect as partisan questions. The. 
chief concern of everybody was to 
fight the war through to the finish. 
and win it if possible. After that 
politics would take care of itself.
